We  feel,  therefore,  that  a  catalogue  prepared  with  the  in- 
valuable assistance  of  such  an  acknowledged  authority  as  William 
Mitchell  Van  Winkle  can  claim  reliability  and  educational  value. 

Mr.  Van  Winkle's  collection  is  well  known  and  needs  no  intro- 
duction here.  The  present  sale  is  the  result  of  a  decision  on  his 
part  to  reduce  the  vast  accumulation  of  rare  American  glass  con- 
tained in  his  residence  at  Rye,  New  York,  and  it  consists,  in  the 
main,  of  duplicates  of  pieces  he  intends  to  retain  in  his  collec- 
tion. Among  the  glass  offered  for  sale  are  some  of  the  finest 
known  specimens  of  the  Stiegel  type  in  blue  and  amethyst,  rare 
flasks  and  bottles  in  a  variety  of  colors  from  the  Ohio  and  Penn- 
sylvania districts,  and  a  fine  assortment  of  three-mold  glass  in  the 
rarest  patterns  and  colors.

Note:  Authorities  are  agreed  that  Stiegel  made  blue  paneled  vases 
of  this  type.  These  figure  usually  as  the  piece  de  resistance  of  a  glass 
collection,  and  without  doubt  represent  the  apex  of  early  American  glass- 
making.  Five  of  these  important  vases  were  included  in  the  Herbert 
Delavan  Mason  sale  at  these  Galleries  in  December,  1932,  but  as  far  as 
we  know,  this  is  the  only  specimen  in  this  shade  of  cobalt  blue. 

This  vase  is  known  to  have  remained  in  the  possession  of  the 
Mynderse  family  of  Schnectady,  N.  Y.  since  1853  and  possibly  longer
